The financial difficulties of the 


Tysons, leading fruit growers, is 
not to be taken as a reflection 
upon the stability or future suc- 
cess of the fruit growing industry 
as a whole in Adams county. 


Persons familiar with the de- 


tails of the present troubles of 
these pioneer fruit growers of the 
community know for a fact that 
it was due largely to the losses 
they suffered in their orchard sup- 
ply business,-which-they conducts 
ed as a side line to fruit grow- 
ing, and a combination of cir- 
cumstances over which the Tysons 
themselves, or anyone else in 
Adams county, had little control, 
that have brought them face to 
face with a serious financial crisis 


which they will lose their 
in 


re- 
private possessions and the 
suite ef their years of pioneer 
effort in putting Adams county 
in the front rank of commercial 
apple growing, communities in the 
country. 


For the same reason, their 


financial difficulties cast no shad- 
ow upon their honesty, integrity 
and square dealing. 
Certain it 


is that they will "come hack" 
and recoup, in part at any rate, 
their serious losses, and in their 
efforts to do that they will re- 
ceive the helpful assistance of a 
host of friends thioughout the 
county. 


The net profit of the Tysons on 


their orchards the last three years 
has been approximately 875,000, 
which was used largely to satisfy 
creditors of the orchard sup_ply

And with little warning, outside 
capitalists, who had been lending 
them money between fruit seasons 
to carry -on their various activi- 
ties, withdrew credit and, with no 
funds available, they were forced 
to otuit. They had no alternative. 
That, in substance, is the status 
of affairs, as given to The Times 
by close friends of the Tysons 
who are familiar with their finan- 
cial affairs individually and joint- 
ly as Tyson Brothers, Incorpo- 
rated. 


There is no reason, therefore, 


why the predicament of the Ty- 
sons should be taken as a warning 
to investors in orchards as a 
whole in Adams county to feel 
alarmed. 
The industry is safe 


and holds every promise of being 
more productive in tho future 
than it has been in the past. And 
to most fruit growers, like the 
Tysons, the business of growing 
and marketing apples has been 
profitable. 


Widespread regret concerning 


the difficulties of the Tysons is 
expressed in newspapers through- 
out the state, and trade journals 
over the country, Chester J. Ty- 
son in particular being generally 
regarded as one of the 
most 


learned men in the industry on 
questions pertaining to apple cul- 
ture. An example of these ex- 
pressions of regret is this article 
by Gus Steinmetz, editor of The 
Harrisburg Telegraph, and ap- 
pearing in his column, "Evening 
Chat": 


"General regret was expressed 


in Harrisburg when it became 
noised around that the Tyson 
Brothers, Chester J., William C. 
and Edwin 
C., famous apple 


growers and orchardists, had fail- 
ed.

"The Tysons are held in high 


regard by the people of Harris- 
burg, and indeed by all who know 
them.

The financial difficulties of the 
Tysons, leading fruit growers, is 
not to be taken as a reflection 
upon the stability or future suc­ 
cess of the fru it growing industry 
as a whole in Adams county. 
Persona fam iliar with the de­ 
tails of the present troubles of 
these pioneer fruit growers of the 
community know for a fact th at 
it was due largely to the losses 
they suffered in their orchard sup­ 
ply business, which they conduct­ 
ed as a side line to fruit grow­ 
ing, and a combination of cir­ 
cumstances over which the Tysons 
themselves, 
or anyone else 
in 
Adams county, had little control, 
that have brought them face to 
face with a serious financial crisis 
in w'hich 
they will 
lose their 
private possessions and the re­ 
sults of their years of pioneer 
effort in putting Adams county 
in the front rank of commercial 
apple growing communities in the 
country. 
For 
the 
same 
reason, 
their 
financial difficulties cast no shad­ 
ow upon their honesty, integrity 
and square dealing. 
Certain it 
is th at they 
will 
“come 
back” 
and recoup, in part a t any rate, 
their serious losses, and in their 
efforts to do that they will re­ 
ceive the helpful assistance of a 
host of friends throughout the 
county. 
The net profit of the Tysons on 
their orchards the last three years 
has been approximately $75,000, 
which was used largely to satisfy 
creditors of the orchard supply 
business on which they suffered a 
heavy 
loss 
during the general 
slump of the post-war period. 
And with little warning, outside 
capitalists, who had been lending 
them money between fruit seasons 
to carry on their various activi­ 
ties, withdrew' credit and, with no 
funds available, they ware forced 
to quit. They had no alternative. 
That, in substance, is the status 
of affairs, as given to The Times 
by close friends of the Tysons 
who are fam iliar Aith their finan­ 
cial affairs individually and joint­ 
ly as Tyson Brothers, Incorpo­ 
rated. 
There is no reason, therefore, 
why the predicament of the Ty­ 
sons should be taken as a warning 
to investors in orchards as a 
whole in 
Adams 
county to feel 
alarmed. 
The industry is safe 
and holds every promise of being 
more productive in the future 
than it has been in the past. And 
to most fruit growers, like the 
Tysons, the business of growing 
and m arketing apples has been 
profitable.

The rescue of the twenty-four men 


ifroj" the steamer Cibao ranks as one 
1 of the most thrilling in the history of 
ithe North Carolina Coast Guard sta- 
'uuns. Life savers had made several 
'attempts to reach the ship in motor 
boats, but each time their small craft 
was hurled against thf- -"dp of the 
vessel with such force that they were 
in danger of being smashed to pieces. 
The Cibao also was fast breaking up 
under the force of the mountainous 
seas that were pounding against her 
and her crew were facing momentary 
death. 


Finally, by means of signals, the 


men on the Cibao were instructed to 
tie ropes around their bodies and to 
throw one end of the ropes over thc 
side. These were made fast to the 
motor boats and the crew on the Cibao 
jumped into the boiling sea one by one. 


They were towed ashore in this 


manner, a distance of about three 
miles. All were landed safely at Cape 
Hatteras, although half a dozen of
